At half past seven news was brought 
to the barracks and Col. Saunders at 
once turned out all his available men 
on the track of the fugitive. He has 
not yet been captured. 

The revolver with which the shcot- 
ing was done is in the hands of the 
police. Ii 1s a heavy weapon of 38 
calibre of hammerless pattern and 
American manufacture. It is the sort 
of weapon calculated to make an ugly 
wound. 

The iojured mac was attended to 
by Drs. MacKid and Stuart, and was 
found to be in very bad shape. The 
first shot had apparently simply pass- 
ed through the folds of his coat with- 
out doing much harm. The second bul- 
let, however, entered just under the 
breast bone and passed through “the 
stomach and edge of the liver. It was 
taken out by Dr. MacKid near the 
thigh. finf anticigution ofthe wprst, 
an, ante-mortem statement was taken 
from him. '

Commenting on the suggestion made 
by the Bulletin some time since that 
the proper meihbod of settling the 
cuest.ion of the extensiom of Mani- 
teba’s boucd ries was by means of a 
plebiscite of the district to be affect- 
ed by the proposed annexation the 
Winutipeg Telegram says; 


“The Robliz Government has evinced 
no desire te annex any portion of the 
Territories in opposition to the wishes 
of the people concerned. It has ex- 

ressed its willingness to be governed 

y the desires of those people, and has 
merely pointed out some of the ad- 
vartiges oi the course which it be- 
lieves to be the most advisable. But 
it cannot be regarded as the duty of 
the Manitoba Government to arrange 
for a plebiscite of a district which is 
at present a part of the Northwest 
Territories. If a plebiscite is neces- 
eary, it must be provided by the Ot- 
tawa Government. What ever its re- 
sult, the Manitoba Government would 
be willing to be guided by the wishes 
of the people of the territory «which 
it is proposed to join to this prov- 
ince. It is possible, however, that the 
Ottawa Government may consider 
that, for Dominion reasons, it is high- 
ly desirable to annex part of the Ter- 
ritories to Manitoba, and that the 
wishes of a majority of the present 
residents of the district are not alone 
sufficient reason to abandon a scheme 
which is very desirable in the in- 
terest of the country at large as well 
asin the gener] interests of Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories.” 

The argumert of the Telegram that 
the Roblin administration has shown 
no desire to annex any portion of the 
Territories against the wishes of the 
residents of such district, and that if 
a plebiscite were taken the Manitoba 
Government would be satisfied to abide 
by ite choice leaves the contention of 
the Bulletin uninjured, Neither isthe 
ethtement more effective tht: sufch 
plebiscite must be previded, if neces- 
sary, the Ottawa, Government. 

The undisputed fact that the pro- 
vision and supetvision of such plebis- 
cite lies beyoad the powers of the Rob- 
lin Government does not free that 
Government from the duty of taking 
the initiatory steps ia securing such 
pisbiscite. The proposition to extend 
the boundary of the province of Mani- 
toba erigiaated in the Roblin admin- 
istratioa and the duty of asking that 
the voice of the taxpayers to be af- 
fected by such extension be heard be- 
toTe any alteration of the existing con- 
ditions is made confronts the suthors 
of the expansion policy.

Expre-pions of stead) astness blive 
Succeeded those ot humiliation in 
regerd to Gen. Methuen’s disaster, 
Lord Rosebery stiuck the popular note 
im a speech beiore the Glasgow 
etudesis. He admitted that it was 
heart-brteaking after all the expendi- 
ture oi jie, time and money, but, he 
added; “It will not dishearten us, We 
ha got to see ‘ibis thing through. 
We must take the blows which for- 
tuse deals us with equanimity, show-

A Siberian Mammoth. 


A &t. Peteisburg cable despatch eays: 
Cable despatches from this city have 
already told of Dr. Herz’s discovery of 
a mammoth preserved in the ice in 
Eastern Siberia. Dr. Herz now says 
he discovered it on Sept. 22 near the 
Rivec Ebrosowka, at the foot of pn de- 
clevity just over 100 feet above the 
water. It was lying down with its 
feet curiously beut under its body. Dr. 
Herz concludes that it had fallen down 
from bigh ground, and had been in- 
startly killed, as its neck was broken. 
There was grass in its mouth and 
food in its stomach. The fall 
have happened z,U0U0 years ago, When 
Dr. Herz’s party began the work of 
excavation the was Such that a 
shed had to be erected. A fortnight 
was occupied iv thawing out the mon- 
ster. Meanwhile the stench was such 
that the stomach had to be cut out 
and refrozen elsewhere. Eventu lly 
the huge antmal was found complete, 
save a small piece of the back and hali 
the trunk, which had been eaten by 
wolves. The mammoth was covered 
with a coat of rather thick. red-brown 
hair. 

The return journey, 3,000 miles, to 
Irkutsk, commenced on October 23. The 
distance was covered on skates, the 
mammoth having been dissected for 
convenience in transportation. 

The tongue of the mammoth is nine- 
teen inches long, and the tail with the 
hair on it, is more than fourteen inches 
lony.

A Successful Westener, 


Speaking of Colonel Ross, whose com- 
mand of Canadian scouts recently 
rounded up the Boer ammunition cache 
near Rietz, the Montreal Star says; 

“Colonel Charles Ross was one of the 
best known figures in the western 
country before he went to South Af- 
rica. There was not a town or ham- 
let in Manitoba or the Northwest Ter- 
ritories where Charlie Ross, the Scout, 
was not known geneially. Alwaysan 
adventurous spirit, never satisfied ex- 
cept when out hunting or riding over 
the plains, a dead shot with both a 
rifle and a revoiver, and as sturdy a 
specimec. of western manhood as one 
could find in a day’s travel, he was 
one of the very first Canadians to find 
his way to South Africa. He at once 
offered his services, aud for a time 
was a trooper in one of the corps of 
irregular horse, raised in Cape Colony, 
and composed of just such adventur- 
ous spirits as ha was. When Lord 
Roberts assumed the position of com- 
mander-ir chief, Charlie Ross was one 
of the first scouts attached to the 
column which marched from Enslin 
to Pretoria. They were the eyes and 
ears of the army, this little body of 
scouts, and did work tie value of 
which Lord Roberts admitted in des- 
petches. Quite a number of them 
were Canadians, but of them all Burn- 
ham, who is now a major in the Im- 
perial service, and Charlie Ross were 
the best known and the acknowledged 
leaders. 

After Pretoria had been occupied 
and the opposing army of Boers under 
Botha so scattered that all organized 
opposition to the progress of the Brit- 
ish army was abandoned, the corps 
of scouts which had done such splen- 
did service during the long march up 
country was disbanded. Charlie Ross at 
once joined the corps of scouts organ- 
ized by the late Major Howard. He 
was with Howard during all the splen- 
did forays he made with his nen, and 
was a member of the corps when How- 
ard was killed. After the death of 
his cgmmanding officer he was ap- 
pointed to the command of the Cana- 
dian Scouts with the rank of ma jor. 
Later he was given the rank of col- 
onel and his command considerably in- 
creased by Lord Kitchener, with 
whom Ross is a great favorite, be- 
cause of hisintrepid daring, resource- 
fulness and wonderful skill 9s a scout. 
The men he commands, most of whom 
are daring spirits from the western 
plains of Canada and the United States 
like himself, respect Ross as their lead- 
er because they know his ability to 
lead. them where the most honor is to 
he found. His capture of Boer muni- 
tions of war is the most important 
during the campaign and wiil doubt- 
less lead to many others, for it is 
known that there are extensive caches 
of both arms and ammunition in var- 
ious parts of the country from which 
the Boer guerilia forces draw their 
supplas,

says; I. L. Kepner, the Hudson's Bay 
Company’s manager at Fort George, 
avrived at Ouesnel’e and stated that 
the Indiaus were endeavoring to take 
possession of the fort. Attorney Gen- 
era! Eberts forwarded instractions to 
send several specials to the scene of 
the trounle and they were to tuke 
euch stops as may be necessiry to quell 
the disturbance aud punish the In- 
dians. : 

James Thompson, the general man- 
ager of *he Hudsoa’s Bay Company, 
was seen to-day in reference to the 
matter. He corroborated the report of 


trouble. having received a statement | 


from Mr. Kepner. Mr. Thompson 
was through that district last year 
and in his opinion the Fort George 
Indians are the worst in British Col- 
umbia. They are continually giving 
trouble. 

Fort Geonre is situated at the con- 
tluence of the Nechacho and the Fras- 
er rivers. It is about ninety miles 
north of Guesnelic. The nearest In- 
dian agency is at Cinton and Hazle- 
ton, ‘being a _ considerable distance 
from Fort Ge»orge. Travelling is 
very difficult at this season of the 
year, so that the Indians take ad- 
vaninee of lack of supervision and 
give trouble without provocation.

TOWN LOTS 
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Boer Tactics. 


‘A war corresipdadent describes in 
the followicg fashion one of the guises 
adopted by the Boers, the incident des- 
cr'bed heing a’. ergagement at Hol- 
land’s Farm which ended in the cap- 


ture of the Fourteenth Mounted In- 
fantry; 

When day broke they found the farm 
deserted, and on'y saw six Boers, to 
whom they gave chase. The trepps 
had neither guns nor whee'ed vehicles. 
But the Boers got away, and so \wr 
men rode on to a ridge overlooking a 
Bw of the country. There they 
halted, No. 3 Company oa the right, 
No. 2 on the left, with No. 4, .{prear, 
and No. i following up on extreme left 
rear. The videttes and those in front 
saw about 209 men, apparently in kha- 
ki, many in he!mets, leisurely riding 
towards them, whilst the six fugitives 
passed far away to the right. It was 
expected that Bridgeford would get 
touch with Plumer, and the helios 
were already out to try and catch on. 
The new-comers were surely some of 
Plpmer’s men. {They rode in army 
like British troops, extending in squad- 
rons, with their officers walking their 
horses in front. FPjridge‘ord’s  vi- 
dettes met them, and nothing seemed 
to happen to excite alarm. A little 
faster—trotting, but Jeisurely—the 
200 strangers came forward. They ap- 
proached to within twenty yards of 
No. 3—Captain Cooke’s. Suddenly they 
sprang from their horses, and in Jess 
time than it takes to tell, opened a 
murderous fire =pon the company. The 


first discharge laid many of the 
Mounted Infantry low, wounding 
Other 


amongst others, Lieut. Iryer. 
risnied lines of Boers in khaki came 
on, enclosing the devoted soldiers on 
all sides. No. 4 Company being soon 
disposed of by reason of the treacher- 
ous surprise, No. 2, which bad started 
to reply and assist their comrades, was 
heavily assailed, its turn having come. 
Meanwhile No. 4 Company fell back to 
join Np. 1. Captpin Brindley, wip, 
although surrounded and wounded, re- 
fused *o surrender, was, with a bro- 
ther officer, Russell, killed. Brindley 
was hit with ar expanding buletl; so 
were others of our men—vide surgeons’ 
statements. Many of the mer held 
out unti! they had fired away their 
last cartridge. Ere the fight wasover 
Major Bridgford and his adjultajt, 
Gretton, rode up to the Boers, mis- 
taking them for Plumer’s  trcopis; 
Bridgford, who rode amfongst them, 
was made prisoner, but Greiton, I 
think, escaped, riding under heavy fire 
over to No. 4 Company. Lieut. Moel- 
ler, of the Middlesex Regiment, com- 
manding No. 1 Company, seeing men 
in. khaki retiring, and thinking they 
were ours, rode across to rally them, 
and recaived a mortal wound through 
the head, inflicted at a few yards’ 
range by an exparding bullet. Lieut. 
Boyd, galloper for Major Bridgford, 
made a cash with the remnants of Nos. 
1 and 4 Companies, and half a dozen 
who escaped from Nos. 2 and 3  Com- 
panies, for the rear. Forcing his way 
with forty men through the enclosing 
Boers, eight of his men were wounded 
in the scurry, and many horses were 
hit. At the spruit a Boer was trying 
to upset a Calpe cart, to block the drift. 
He was-incontirently shot, as several 
of his fellows had been who tried to 
bar the way. Co'or-Sergeant Martin, 
who was cut with the helio, to attract 
Plumer, first distrusted the look of 
the oncoming strangers. His compan- 
ion, who pooh-poobed the idea, was 
killed by the enemy. as Martin packed 
his apparatus and fled amid a_hail 
of bulletis. Hea ajnd sevenal others, 
mounted and afoot, made their way 
singly back to the blockhioulse lin! 
and safety. Our loss upon the field 
was two officers and twelve men kill- 
ed, aud some “hirty-five odd wounded. 
Over a fourth of the total force were 
placed hors de combat. Several have 
since died. Sixty or seventy of the 
men escaped. LBritv, the Boer com- 
mandant, told our officers, and so did 
some of his men, that they had receiv- 
ed information from General Spense’s 
camp about Bridgford’s mprcty and 
its object. They had laid a trap for 
the force, and sprung uit. expecting to 
catch everybody, “Put,” said he, “we 
expected and understood that you were 
coming with transport and guns.” 
One of our officers—since dead from 
wounds—congratulated Britz on his 
getneralshjp. Amowgst the wotunted 
officers are Fryer, Cooke (R. B.), and 
Boyd, slightly. It is thought that at 
least sevea ot the Poers were kilied, 
including a Lieut. Botha. Fully that 
number were wounded. As usual, the 
prisoners, the wounded, and the dead 
were stripped by the eaemy of their 
clothing and valuables; but the strip- 
ping was vot of the complete and wan- 
tor pature carried out at Prakjn~ 
laugte and Blood River Poort, when 
wokjnded| and unwounded vwyejra lait 
stark naked.

Raiding a Boer Laager. 


The London Daily Telegraph pub- 
lishes a most graphic account of a 
British charge on a Boer laager from 
the pen of its war correspondent, Ben- 
net Burleigh; 

It turned out a pitch-black night, 
broken by violent thunderstorms, and 
as the advance moved rapidly it be- 
came difficult to keep touch. Brief 
halts were made to aliow stragglers to 


close in, Yet over thirty miles __ of 
broken ground, with intervening; 
kbruits, had) bee safely crossed in 


their westward trek by 3;50 a.m. Day 
was faintly breakiog as they gained a 
down-like ridge overlooking a vale and 
swelling ground farther west. In the 
low, somewhat boggy meadow was the 
farm of Trickhardtsfontein. Two 
miles to the south and front of the 
bomestead was the Boer laager, still] 
apparertly undisturbed. It was a 
big camp, with many cattle, shee@® 
and horses, a score of ox-wagons, and 
half as many Cape-carts. Colonel Wil- 
liam’s column, with his Australians, 
was sent to the ri¢ht (north), towards 
the farm buildings, Wing to the left, 
whilst Rawlinson, with the Johannes- 
barg Mounted Rifles and his own, was 
ordered to go straight forward. The 
troops had got to within 800 yards of 
the laager. Geveral Pruce Hamilton, 
ordinarily the most placid of men, 
purst forth, “Now, men, gallop! gal- 
lop, d——, gallop for them!” and Tom- 
my, nothing loath, seekivg to get a 
bit ef his own back, drove the spurs 
well io, and cheered-and yelled, rush- 
ing as a tornado upon the laager. The 
squadron leaders and commanding 
officers also shouted at their men fiery 
but cheery language, not fit for draw- 
ing rooms. And the yell from Wil- 
Yiam’s Austruipns swept down fs 
lire, taken up and repeated again and 
again, from Raw'inson to Wing, col- 
umn to column, as with glaring eyes 
amd enget faces they pressed thefir

thunderous charge. Then, for one, 


how it would have profited had a few | 


adrons had 
ined the alarm, and at once the fan- 
tail flight of the 300 Boers in thelaag- 
er began. Horses were seized and 


mounted and away the burghers sped, 


terror-stricken. Half a bhun- 
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with ashen faces, held 
their hands above their heads, and 
cried; “Spare us! We are surrender- 
ed!” The 8th Mounted Infantry first 
broke through the laager, std ss 
trooper = to make pri. ~ 
eS ae loft to those who fol- 
lowed, or at Jeast to such as were jun- 
able to gallop their horses further. Ths 
29nd Mounted Infantry made to seize 
the high ground in rear, and the astute 
“Tame Bogers” occupied a ridge to thse 
south and turned back the fugitives 
flying in that direction. 

Such a hunt has not been seen for 
many a day during the war. A biown 
Boer tnarew himself upon the grass, 
having failed to grab his horse. Pant- 
ing and blowing, he begged for life, 
and, of course, was made prisoner. An 
officer who had nothing more deadly 
than a pair of wire-clippers in his 
hand, flashed them about, and halted 
five escaping Boers uutil the troops 
arrived. Many of the enemy fired 
from off their horses at their pursuers 
and when ridden down lost nothing 
more than freedom. A youth of nine- 
teen emptied his magazine at an offi- 
cer—the lust shot within’ two paces 
—and then was fetched a cuff by his 
his pursuer, knocked out of the saddle, 
and made captive. Nearly two score 
Boers were in khaki, and almost with- 
out exception every burgher captur- 
ed had explosive bullets in his ban- 
dolier. And the brutal English (}) 
killed not one of the men, though each 
of them deserved death. Had the 
Boers so surrounded a British post or 
lasger, their first proceeding would 
have been to fusilade the sleepers. It 
was Piet Grobelaar’s laager that was 
taken, and with it 131 unwounded pris- 
oners, the majority of whom were rid- 
den down. Their commandant had 
left the previous evening to meet Louis 
Botha. The Boer wounded were about 
a score, and their killed a dozen. Tha 
captures, besides Cape carts, wagons, 
horses, rifles, amuunition, included 
nearly five thousand oxen. We had 
one officer killed-—-Captain Foster, of 
the Australians, and a few men 
wounded—three, I believe.

An Ottawa despatch of Tuesday says; 
A fair sample of a blanket charter ap- 
plication is the one outlined in a peti- 
tion presented to the Commons yester- 
day. The franchise sought is for a 
railway starting at the mouth of 
French river, running northwest of 
Lake Huron via Lake Wahnapitae and 
Montreal river, through Keewatin and 
Manitou Bay to Lake Winnipeg, then 
on west to Prince Albert and Edmon- 
ton; from Edmonton souterly through 
the ‘Yellowhead Pass and Kamloops 
district to New Westminster and Van- 
couver; with a branch from Edmon- 
ton west through the Rockies to Port 
Simpson. The charter would also cov- 
er branch lines in several directions in 
British Columbia and in Ontario to 
Port Arthur and Fort William. 


The signatures to the petition for a 
bill of incorporation are those of Thos. 
W. Paterson, of Vancouver; Thomas 
H. Johnson, of Winnipeg; John Millen, 
of Duluth; Marshal] B. Lloyd, of Min- 
neapolis, and Ebenezer F. B. John- 
stone, of Toronto.

Boer Prisoners on the War. 

Winnipeg Telegram; Sergeant Rose, 
of the Royal Garrison Artillery, was a 
passenger on the west train yester- 
diay. The sergeant is on his way from 
Bermuda to Hong Kong, having been 
transferred. For the past four years 
he has been in South Africa and Ber- 
muda, actively engaged in the South 
\Africah. campaiygia, and ajiiterwairda 
being transferred from the Transvaal 
to Bermuda, where be was in charge 
of Boer prisoners. There are 4,000 Boer 
prisoners at Bermuda under a large 
garrison of British cavalry and artil- 
lery. The prisoveis, Sergt. Rose states, 
are quite peaceful, but are anxious to 
see the war ended, so that they mayibe 
permitted to return to their homes. 
Since they have seen something of 
the strength of the empire, they ac- 
knowledge that the Boers are foolish 
in protracting hostilities and think 
that a peace policy should be adopted 
by the guerilla leaders in the Trans- 
vall, The Boer, however, has very 
stubborn characteristics, and there are 
some of the prisoners whom he thinks 
could not, with safety, be released on 
condition that they go back to their 
own @euntry and settle down peace- 
fully. The Boer is also- tyicherous 
and the sergeant thinks that the pris- 
oners will at least be detained until 
the hostilities have ceased.

another steel of hard nature. The soft steel being in the ae 
centre and the hard stock in the surface, as its name ae 
implies. st 
It is prepared in about the following manner: Fhe soft ox 
plate having been rolled to a certain thickness and width Si 
aceording to the size of the finished plate it is desired to oe 
make, is placed in a mould anda fine quality of steel 3s 
melted in acrucible, the old fashioned way, is poured oxe 
into the mould, while fluid, on both sides of the soft ste 
plates, thus knitting and welding the two steels together ts 
and forming what is called an ingot or block, which in sh 
size averages 6 inches thick, 12 inches wide and 20 Rw 
inches long, weighing something over 200 pounds, sh 
The next step taken in the manipulation of the ingot is DG 
to put it in a furnace until it reaches a welding heat, a 
when it is placed under a powerful steam hammer. By rc 
this operation the ingot is flattened, and at the same time ss 
more thoroughly welded together. It is now again heated oe 
to the proper degree. Then passed through a set of rollers sh 
which reduces the thickness, but each layer of the steel os 
retaining the same relative thickness. After the first sh 
rolling, in some caser, the slab is taken to the pickling ova 
bath to remove all scales and dirt. After which it is sl 
again heated and passed through the roller until the de- pO 
sired thickness is obtained, resulting in a sound slab of ae 
steel of 12 to 20 feet in length, 12 or more inches wide, Med 
by 3-16, 1-4, or 9-32 inches thick,,as may be contemplated. ae
